Area centers extend 
hours to help aliens

SAN DIEGO — With less than two 
weeks remaining for undocumented 
persons to apply for legalization, 
immigration assistance agencies and the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
are gearing up to handle the final amnesty 
applications. 

Catholic Community Services 
legalization program has a staff of 30 and 
dozens of volunteers to help amnesty 
seekers complete applications and compile 
necessary documentation, said Gwen 
Plank; director of the CCS Resettlement 
and Immigration office. 

The 12 CCS legalization centers 
throughout the Diocese of San Diego will 
keep their doors open longer than normal to 
assist amnesty seekers in completing 
applications, Plank said. CCS centers are 
located throughout San Diego and 
Imperial counties, she added. 

Although the initial application and 
filing fee of $185 for individuals and $420 
per family must be submitted to the INS by 
May 4, amnesty applicants will have 60 
days from the date an application is filed to 
turn in supporting documentation to the 
INS, said Carol Hallstrom, coordinator of 
the San Diego Immigration Law Coalition, 
a group of non-profit religious, social 
service, legal andlabor organizations. CCS

Former hostage Father Jenco tells of torture at the hands of Shiite Moslems

ALCALA PARK — Former hostage — 


Father Lawrence Jenco believes 
American Catholics should know what 
the church’s position is regarding the 
Middle East. 

The church recognizes Israel’s right to 
exist as a sovereign state and the right of 
the Palestinian people to a homeland of 
their own, Father Jenco told a gathering 
of more than 200 at the University of San 
Diego, Linda Vista, April 13. 

In two statements issued during the 
1970s, U.S. bishop said ‘‘ that you can be 
pro-Palestinian without being anti- 
Semitic,’’ said Father Jenco, who was 
abducted in Beirut, Lebanon, by Shiite 
Moslem extremists in January 1985 and 
held for 19 months. 


American bishops have said the

Palestinians should be included in Middle 
East peace negotiations, said Father 
Jenco, who was directing Catholic Relief 
Service efforts in Beirut when he was 
kidnapped. 


“Only a political and _ territorial 
compromise’ will solve the conflict 


between Israel and the Palestinian people, 
Father Jenco said. 

“‘T get upset when people take sides,”’ 
either for Israel or the Palestinians. 
“Why not be pro-peace?’’ he asked those 
assembled for his talk in the University 
Center. 

Stacks of books will be written 
suggesting how to achieve peace in the 
Middle East, he said. But ‘‘to get peace 
we will have to learn to forgive one 
another.”’ 

Americans must also set aside the 
Western idea of the separation of church 
and state when thinking of the Middle 
East, where governments are theocracies, 
he said. 

“In the Middle East all negotiations 
must include theologians,’’ said Father 
Jenco, who now lives at The Grotto, a 
house of prayer in Portland, Oregon. 

Father Jenco told the assembly that he 


is now working to bring about peace in 
the Middle East and to secure the release . 
of other hostages in Lebanon. 

“‘Faith in God’’ helped him survive the 
months he spent in capitivity. He spent 


much of this time blindfolded, isolated 
and chained, he said. 
“For two months I lived in the 


darkness of a clothes closet. I was allowed 
to go out only once a day to go to the 
toilet, and that was when they (his 
captors) decided.”’ 

“‘What a lovely gift it is to be able to 
look into the eyes of another person,’’ he 
said. 

Shortly after he was abducted, his 
captors chained him to a radiator, he said. 
He recalled telling God that such 
treatment made him feel like an animal 
rather than the dignity-filled human 
being he was.

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Ukrainian Catholics mark millennium

SAN DIEGO — The faith of Christians is constantly 
being tested in the Soviet-dominated Ukraine where ‘‘it is 
a crime to be a Christian,’’ and thus the faithful there are 
forced to celebrate the 1,000th year of Christianity in the 
Ukraine in secret, a U.S. Ukrainian bishop told Southern 
Cross. 

Bishop Innocent Lotocky of the Ukrainian Catholic 
Eparchy (diocese) of St. Nicholas in Chicago noted 
frequent arrests, beatings. and sentences to Siberia of 
Catholics if Soviet police discover their clandestine 
religious activities. 

Members of the Ukrainian Catholic and Orthodox 
churches in San Diego and throughout the world are 
celebrating the millennium of Christianity in the Ukraine 
with liturgies, prayer services, exhibits and social events. 


Bishop Lotocky was in San Diego in conjunction with 
the observance. He celebrated liturgies at Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help Ukrainian Catholic Church, San Diego, 
April 15-17. 

Very Rev. Canon Andrew Mykyta, pastor, said these 
liturgies and other local yearlong millennium celebrations 
are strengthening the faith of his parishioners. 

Regarding the celebration in the Ukraine, Bishop 
Lotocky said the Soviet Union is propagandizing the 
observance as ‘‘the millennium of orthodoxy’’ in Russia. 
“‘That’s a lie,’’ he declared, denying that orthodox 
religions and the Russian nation existed 1,000 years ago. 

He traced the emergence of orthodox churches to the 
year 1054 when ‘‘the patriarch of Constantinople broke 
away from Rome.’’ 

In 988 Prince St. Vladimir made Christianity the state 
religion of his empire, Kievan-Rus’, which ‘‘was 
inhabited by at least a dozen Slavic tribes ... . The word 
‘Russia’ came into existence only in the 17th century 
during the reign of Peter I,’’ according to the Ukrainian 
Press Service. 

Rep. William Lipinski, D-Ill., said at a recent 
millennium exhibit in Washington, ‘‘It is ironic that a 
country as anti-Christian as the Soviet Union wants to 
claim this millennium.”’ 

Last month the Senate passed a resolution denouncing 
Soviet suppression of religious freedom in the Ukraine 
and discouraged- official U.S. participation in 


- government-sponsored millennium ceremonies in Russia. 


Sen. Dennis DeConcini, D-Ariz., was one of the prime 
sponsors of the resolution. “‘If the Soviet government 
truly wants to commemorate the millennium of 
Christianity, it can legalize the Ukrainian Catholic and 
Ukrainian Orthodox churches and stop persecuting 
believers of all denominations,”’ he said. 

A Vatican delegation is likely to attend millennium 
ceremonies in the Soviet Union in June sponsored by the 
Russian Orthodox Church. Cardinal Johannes 
Willebrands, head of the Vatican’s Secretariat for 
Promoting Christian Unity, said in March that an 
informal invitation to the event had been received. 

A Vatican press spokesman, Father Giovanni d’Ercole, 
said April 19 the Vatican was still waiting for a written 
invitation and expected it to arrive soon. 

The Vatican released the pontiff’s 17-page message to 
Ukrainian Catholics worldwide April 19. Titled ‘‘The 
Great Gift of Baptism,’’ the message emphasized the 
need for unity between Catholics. and Orthodox. Past 
misunderstandings between Ukrainian Catholics and the 
Orthodox in the Soviet Union should not be an obstacle to 
future communion between the churches, the pope said. 

He expressed hope that ecumenical efforts would 
coincide with real religious liberty for Ukrainian 
Catholics.

“May your great numbers of faithful enjoy true 
freedom of conscience and respect for their religious right 
to give public worship to God according to many different 
traditions, in their own rite and with their own pastors,”’ 
he said. 

The Vatican press office issued an accompanying 
statement calling for legal recognition of the Ukrainian 
Catholic Church, citing the Helsinki human rights 
accords 

The statement said the ‘‘right of existence as a church 
community, legally recognized in civil society,’’ should be 
restored to Ukrainian Catholics, in conformity with 
constitutional provisions and international human rights 
declarations. 

Last year Pope John Paul and Mikhail Gorbachev 
received an appeal from members of the underground 
church in the Ukraine, calling for the legalization of the 
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Ukrainian Catholic Church in Ukraine. The letter 
reportedly was signed by two secretly consecrated bishops 
and 210 members of the Ukrainian Catholic Church. 
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‘We have a right 
to protect ourselves’ 


As it appears from Barry Ladendorf’s letter (Southern 
Cross, April 15), Father Robert Kress’ view on capital 
punishment - (Southern Cross, March 18) needs to be 
defended, which I hasten to do. I completely agree with 
Father Kress’ premise that ‘‘unless the state kills the 
murderer it is assigning. more value to his or her life than 
to that of the murder victim.’’ 

Deacon Robert Walling (Southern Cross, April 15) said it 
all when he wrote, ‘‘We have the duty and right to protect 
ourselves and exact punishment from those who harm 
us.”’ 

Where we must start to implement Barry Ladendorf’s 
views is in the courts. Convince the judiciary that certain 
individuals are so dangerous to society that they must 
never be free again to commit murder and mayhem. 

Until that can be brought about, Mr. Ladendorf, we 
have no other recourse in self-defense than to take their 
lives, and I accept my responsibility before God for this 
viewpoint. 

There is one other argument in favor of Father Kress. 
Capital punishment in California is the law, and I think 
that may fall under Jesus’ pronouncement: ‘‘Render to 
Ceasar... .’’ We are all under human law as well as 
divine.

One of the glories of the Diocese of San Diego has been 
the excellent relationship it has maintained with the 
Dioceses of Mexicali and Tijuana. This has been due in 
great measure to-the spirit of cooperation and mutual 
trust which has existed among the bishops, priests, 
religious and laity of each. For this we thank God. 

Recently we were approached by the bishops of 
Mexicali and Tijuana, who came to express a concern 
shared by each, one that merits serious consideration and, 
hopefully, the willing cooperation on the part of us all. 

It seeems that, increasingly and through the years, the 
missionary aid offered by various church groups, parishes 
and individuals in the Diocese of San Diego to certain 
charitable organizations across the border has gotten out 
of hand. As a consequence, abuses have arisen. For 


example, unbeknown to the donors, there have been | 


instances when materials and monies given never did 
reach those for whom they were intended; what is even 
worse, on occasion they fell into the wrong hands. 

In order that more of the needs of the poor be equitably 
addressed, therefore, the bishops of Mexicali and Tijuana 
feel it is imperative that some attempt be made to 
coordinate the flow of clothing, food, medicines and 
money. 

At their request, then, we urge the following on the part 
of those groups, parishes and individuals who are 
presently involved with aid projects that benefit our 
Mexican brothers and sisters: that you inform the 
Mission Office of the Diocese of San Diego of all 
contributions of clothing, food or medicines being made 


and to whom they are being directed. It will be for the 
Mission Office, then, to forward this information by 
systematic reports to Bishop Emilio Berlie of Tijuana'and 
Bishop Ulises Macias of Mexicali. 


Likewise, and again upon the recommendation of these 
respective Ordinaries, all monies to be remitted to 
agencies or charitable organizations across the border 
should be sent through our diocesan Mission Office. It 
will be the responsibility of the Mission Office to forward 
these monetary gifts to the designated beneficiary through 
the office of each bishop. 


The priests and People of God who are the Diocese of 
San Diego have reason to be proud of the generosity and 
love which have characterized their concern for brothers 
and sisters less fortunate than they. Now we call on all to 
display the kind of unity and solidarity which alone can 
assure a degree of equity in meeting the needs of all the 
poor. 


We are a ‘‘communio,”’ thanks to the redemptive grace 
of Christ joining us into the Mystical Body. It is this 
“‘communio’’ which obligates us to love one another, to 
serve and minister to one another, to cooperate in any 
venture that aids those who are abandoned, neglected, 
and therefore in need. 


Lest we forget Easter’s 40 days 


The world forgets Easter more quickly than it does 
Christmas. At least, the sales begin on Dec. 26 with great 
regularity. Maybe it’s a good idea, so that we can 
continue the feasts without unnecessary interruptions. 


Those who attend daily Mass and those who pray the 
liturgical hours every day know what a joy it is to continue 
the feast of Easter for a whole week and the season for 40 
days. : 

The Paschal season has some of the most beautiful 
readings, prayers and hymns in the whole liturgical year. 
Like the glorious mysteries of the rosary, there is a theme 
of triumphant joy that dominates the season and a sense 
of rejoicing in the Lord’s risen presence. 

The hymn at Evening Prayer begins with the triple 
Alleluia and the almost joyful shout, ‘‘The strife is over, 
the battle done; Now is the victor’s triumph won: O let 
the song of praise be sung.’’ 

The alternative hymns have us praise Christ, the living 
bread from heaven. ‘‘Life is overflowing, When he breaks 
the bread.’’ Or, ‘‘When life and death contended, The 
victory remained with life!’ In keeping with our rich 
tradition, there is even a Latin hymn, “‘Ad cenam Agni 
providi.”’ 

Only one hymn is offered for Night Prayer, but it is a 
veautiful translation of the Ad regias Agni dapes, ‘‘At the 
Lamb’s high feast we sing, Praise to our victorious King 
... (He) gives his body for the feast, Christ the victim, 
Christ the priest.’’ What a tremendous theme to close 
down the day. 

In the Office of Readings, formerly Matins, the day 
bégins with the translation of the 11th century hymn, 
Victimae Paschali: ‘‘Christ the Lord is risen today; 
Christians, haste, your vows to pay ... Christ, the Lord, is 
risen on high, Now he lives no more to die!’’ 

For Morning prayer, there is a choice between two 18th 
century songs and the medieval traditional hymn, O Filii 
et Filiae: ‘“Ye sons and daughters, let us sing! The king of 
Heaven, the glorious king, O’er death today triumphing. 
Alleluia!’’ 

During Daytime Prayer we are invited to listen to the 
“‘songs of peaceful Zion, thunder like a mighty flood’’ as 
they exult in the triumph of the Risen Jesus. 

Its final stanza brings the hour to a stirring conclusion. 


“‘Alleluia! King eternal, Thee the Lord of Lords we own; 
Alleluia! born of“Mary, Earth thy footstool, heav’n thy 
throne: Thou within the veil has entered, Robed in flesh, 
our great High Priest; Thou on earth both Priest and 
Victim, In the Eucharistic feast.’’ 

Ordinarily, when I am publishing, I tend to translate 
the thee’s and thou’s as a simple ‘‘you,’’ but in these 
hymns, the ancient flavor needs to come through. They 
are such a fine blend of festal song and theological depth 
that they deserve their own cadence. 

There isn’t time to explore the other dimension of the 
Paschal liturgy’s richness, namely in the choice of 
readings from St. Paul and the Fathers of the Church. 
They demonstrate for us the glory of the Easter faith in 
the early Church. The Acts of the Apostles is the New 
Testament book that is highlighted during this time. 

Each year as we keep the Paschal season, I regret that 
we can’t share more of this beauty with the laity. 
However, the use of the Office by the laity is increasing in 
popularity, and it is invaluable in nourishing the soul with 
liturgical piety.

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Group offers spiritual 


support to cancer patients

DEL CERRO — “‘T may never feel better than I do 
today — a new idea to me and terrible in its impact.”’ 

These are the words of a woman suffering from cancer 
and recovering from a mastectomy. 

The author participates in the Cancer Spiritual 
Support Group at St. Therese Church in Del Cerro which 
meets every second and fourth Sunday at 3 p.m. in the 
social center lounge. 

In a letter to the support group, the woman said she 
overcame her depression as she began to regain her 
strength. ‘‘I became so grateful, that the gratefulness 
seemed to cause the fear and depression to leave me,’’ she 
wrote. 

Founded in August 1987, the Cancer Spiritual Support 
Group consists of people with cancer and friends or 
relatives of cancer victims. Attendance at meetings ranges 
from one to ten or more. 

According to a newsletter written by Rosemary Lauer, 
a founding member who recently died of cancer, the 
group’s purpose is to share feelings, both good and bad, 
about having cancer; to share with one another 
experiences in dealing with cancer; consoling and 
encouraging -one another; rejuvenating religious faith; 
and praying together ‘‘so that all will triumph one way or 
another over cancer.’’ 

Lauer and her close friend Odette Dube, a parishioner 
of St. Therese Church, spent time praying for the 
physical and mental health of Lauer. 

At one point, Lauer’s condition improved and the 
cancer was thought to be in remission. It was then that the 


two women decided to start a support group for others~ 


who had cancer. 

Although Lauer’s condition had improved, the cancer 
was not cured and she died in January 1988, five months 
after the program began. 


Dube, whose thyroid cancer has been in remission for 
six years, continues the bimonthly meetings. 

Because Dube had a severe case of laryngitis at the time 
of the Southern Cross interview, her husband Deacon Leo 


‘Dube explained how the support group operates. 


“*The main thrust is not for physical healing, but for a 
spiritual healing,’’ he said. 

To experience a spiritual healing, one must have a 
good outlook on life, Dube said. This can be 
accomplished through laughter, accepting what has 
happened and keeping a positive attitude, he added. 

This “‘have a happy outlook on life’? can be obtained 
by prayer and ‘‘understanding that God wants us well,’’ 
said Dube. 

Each meeting includes extemporaneous prayer, a 
Scripture reading and the sharing of feelings, he said. 

Dube explained not all participants are cancer patients; 
some are family members trying to cope with the 
situation. 

He cited the parents of a four-year-old boy with a brain 
tumor. The parents attended the meetings for prayer and 
support and, although the little boy died, the gatherings 
proved to be very uplifting for the couple, said Dube. 

Valeria Scott, who attends the spiritual support group 
meetings, was diagnosed with cancer of the breast which 
had metastasized to the bone. She was told the cancer was 
inoperable. Currently, the cancer is in remission, she 
said. 

Scott said she firmly believes in maintaining a positive 
attitude. ‘‘Having cancer gives you the opportunity to 
evaluate your life. It makes you look at your priorities.’’ 

Scott continues to participate in the meetings because 
she believes empathy plays an important role in the 
healing of others, and she appreciates the prayers of those 
involved, 

“Prayer really does make a difference,’’ Scott said, 
adding that prayer was one reason she chose to attend a 
cancer spiritual support group rather than a cancer

‘*The great things in the world are God’s 
word, the Eucharist and each other.”’ 

‘*At times it was difficult to pray. ... 
But we needed healing and so did our 
teen-age captors,’’ Father Jenco said.

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At 58, nun finds 
running rejuvenating 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC) — Eight 
years ago, a niece began coaxing Sister 
Marion Irvine to start running for her 
health. 

“I resisted for four months,”’ said 
the 58-year-old nun, explaining that at 
the time she was “‘entirely sedentary.”’ 
Since then, Sister Irvine, a member of 
the Dominican Sisters of San Rafael, 
Calif., has become ‘“‘a little fanatical’ 
about exercise, and has emerged as 
one of the fastest moving Catholic 
school principals in the country. 

In her specialty, the 26-mile, 
385-yard energy-sapping marathon, 
she holds the world record for women 
in the 50-to-60-year-old category. Her 
time: 2:51:01. 

“T find running very rejuvenating,” 
Sister Irvine said. And she observed 
that it doesn’t interfere with her work 
as principal of Sacred Heart, an inner- 
city school in San Francisco. 

The sport of long distance running 
has provided the nun with a close look 
at some of the nation’s beauty spots 
and has vaulted her into the spotlight 
as a world class athlete. 

Her scenic runs have included a 
14-mile race up the 14,110-foot Pike’s 
Peak in Colorado Springs, Colo. and a 
250-mile trek from Santa Barbara, 
Calif. to Tijuana, Mexico. 

“Two friends and myself did the 
coastal run in 10 days, averaging 25 
miles a day,’’ she said. They carried on 
what might be termed a running 
conversation. 

“Never run so fast that you can’t 
talk. If you’re out of breath, it means 
you are not getting the aerobic (con- 
ditioning) effect,’’ Sister Irvine said. 

The nun also has competed in 
marathons in Olympia, Wash., 
Sacramento and Eureka, Calif., and 
Boston. In the past three years, she 
has had to settle for shorter distances 
(10,000 meters, usually) because of 
“hamstring pulls and stress fractures 
common to any competitive runner.”’ 

She plans, however, to enter the 
marathon at the Masters’ Games in 
Melbourne, Australia, in November, 
1987. 

To train for such a race, Sister Irvine 
said, will mean running up to 85 miles 
a week, including one long jaunt of 
18-20 miles. 

Her usual pattern consists of run- 
ning six to 10 miles ‘“‘every day I can,’ 
swimming a mile twice weekly at the 
San Francisco YMCA, and cycling 15 
miles two or three times a week. 
Although she has a bicycle, she favors 
an exercycle because ‘‘it’s much safer 
than cycling in traffic.”’ 

Sister Irvine earned a spot on the 
sport pages in 1983 when she attemp- 
ted to qualify for the Olympic Games. 
She missed ‘‘the cut’’ by 21 seconds, 
but since then has been in demand as 
a competitor and speaker. 

Few people, men or women, can 
match Sister Irvine's speed, her 
boundless energy and competitive 
spirit. ‘‘It’s genetic ability,” she said, 
crediting her parents. 


She is a firm believer that everyone 
can improve health “by swimming, 
biking, running or doing some other 
aerobic exercise from 30 to 45 minutes 
a day, four or five days a week.” 

The American Heart Association 
(AHA) would agree. It recommends a 
“lifetime commitment”’ to an exercise 
program as a means to reduce the risk 


' of suffering coronary heart disease. 


This year, the AHA estimates, heart 
attacks will strike 1.5 million 
Americans, 550,000 of whom will die.

doubled when a person is a cigarette 
smoker, or has high blood pressure or 
has an elevated blood cholesterol 
count. Other contributory factors, 
says the AHA, are low levels of high 
density lipoprotein in the blood, 
overweight and physical inactivity. 
Said the AHA in a 1984 booklet: 

“Most of the scientific research has 
found that compared to physically ac- 
tive people, inactive people have one 
and a half to two times the risk of hav- 
ing a heart attack, and chances of dy- 
ing immediately after a heart attack 
are three times greater in physically 
inactive people.” 

Positive, tangible benefits of regular 
exercise are numerous. Medical ex- 
perts say exercise can help control 
weight, handle stress, aid sleep, pro- 
mote relaxation, increase stamina, and 
improve blood circulation to all parts 
of the body, thus enabling muscles, 
lungs, heart and other organs to work 
together more efficiently. 

Exercise lowers the pulse and the 
heart has to do considerably less work. 
The average person’s heart pumps 
about 70 to 75 beats a minute, com- 
pared to 45 to 50 beats for a well- 
conditioned individual, the AHA says. 
That means that the heart of a seden- 
tary person pumps up to 36,000 more 
times a day than the heart of a person 
who is in shape.

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‘Silent Killer can be 
brought under control 


DALLAS (NC) — One of the na- 
tion’s major health problems is going 
uncontrolled and untreated in millions 
of people who are not even aware they 
have anything seriously wrong. 

That problem is high blood pressure, 
sometimes described as a “‘silent 
killer.’’ Unchecked, it can lead to 
stroke, heart attack or kidney disease. 

The disorder, also called hyperten- 
sion, affects the health of 60 million 
people, according to estimates by the 
American Heart Association, whose 
headquarters are in Dallas. 

In nine cases out of 10, the cause is 
unknown, and the condition cannot be 
cured. But there’s no need to despair 
— diet and medication are so helpful 
in most cases that a person who 


faithfully follows a physician’s advice 
and treatment can expect no serious 
complications. 

The heart association and the Red 
Cross, in an attempt to step up public 
awareness of the problem, fielded 
questions most often asked about high 


~@ «@. blood pressure. In a nutshell, here are 


some of their answers. 


Q. First of all, what is it? 

A. Blood pressure is the force that 
the blood, pumped from the heart, 
puts on the artery walls. Healthy 
arteries are muscular and elastic, but 
when they become narrow and harden- 
ed by disease and other causes, the 
heart must pump harder to force the 
blood through the arteries. 


Q. How is this force measured? 
A. A simple, painless test can be ad- 


ministered quickly by a doctor or 
nurse. A rubber cuff wrapped around 
the arm is inflated and squeezed 
against a large artery to stop the blood 
flow. As the air is released in the cuff 
and the blood begins to flow, the doc- 
tor uses a stethoscope to listen to the 
sound of blood moving through the 
artery. A gauge registers two 
pressures — the systolic, the pressure 
of the blood flow when the heart beats, 
and the diastolic, the blood flow bet- 
ween heartbeats, when the heart is at 
rest. 


Q. Is there a normal blood pressure 
reading? 

A. It can vary from person to per- 
son, and according to age. In the 18 to 
45-year range, a reading above 140 
(systolic) and 90 (diastolic) is con- 
sidered high. In those over age 65, 
however, systolic pressure in the 
150-155 range is not uncommon. 


Q. What are the bad effects? 

A. Because the heart is forced to 
pump harder than normal over an ex- 
tended period, it may become enlarg- 
ed and unable to meet the demands 
placed on it. Elevated blood pressure 
accelerates the aging process, as 
arteries and vessels become hardened 
and scarred. It may also impair the 
function of organs unable to get the 
oxygen and nutrients they need. 
Moreover, if blood clots lodge in the 
narrowed arteries, heart, brain and 
kidney damage often results. 


Q. What are the chances of high 
blood pressure being cured? 

A. In about 10 percent of cases, 
other problems such as a kidney ab- 
normality, an adrenal gland tumor or 
an aorta defect may be to blame. When 
such problems are corrected, the blood 
pressure usually returns to normal. 


Q. Is there a pattern among those 
who have high blood pressure? 

A. It strikes men more often than 
women, and black Americans two to 
three times as often as whites. Those 
who are at least 20 pounds overweight 
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is just a minute 
from the ocean.

are more vulnerable. Other con- 
tributing factors include too much salt 
in the diet, heavy and regular con- 
sumption of alcohol, smoking cigaret- 
tes, taking oral contraceptives and 
having a sedentary lifestyle. 


Q. What can be done to reduce blood 
pressure? 

A. Here are some guidelines: 

— Reduce salt intake, avoid eating 
large amounts of such fatty foods as 
marbled meat, whole milk and butter, 
and cut back on alcohol and caffein. 

— If overweight, get professional ad- 
vice on a reducing diet. Exercise 
moderately on a regular basis. 

— Stop smoking. 

— Avoid stressful situations when- 
ever possible. 

In some cases, a physician will wait 
and see if changes in diet and lifestyle 
will lower blood pressure. If the con- 
dition persists, many kinds of effective 
medications are available. 

It is important to note that prescrib- 
ed medication never should be stopped 
if a person “feels better.” It is a life- 
long malady, and when medication is 
discontinued, blood pressure will rise 
again. 

Since there are no symptoms, both 
the Red Cross and the heart associa- 
tion emphasized the need to visit the 
family doctor for a blood pressure 
check at least once a year.

the risks in transitional stages of 
deployment, lead to a conclusion that any 
movement toward deploying the space- 
based defense system is unacceptable at 
present. 

For now SDI should be maintained only 
“fas a research and development 
program,’’ the committee said. It called for 
careful moral analysis before any future 
changesin that posture. 

The report was written by the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops’ Ad Hoc 
Committee for the Moral Evaluation of 
Deterrence, led by Cardinal Joseph L. 
Bernardin of Chicago. 

Following written suggestions from the 
nation’s bishops this spring, the committee 

.isto draw up a second draft of the document 
and submit it to the bishops for a vote at 
their national meeting this June in 
Collegeville, Minn. 

The report is a follow-up assessment of 
U.S. deterrence and arms control policies 
since the bishops’ 1983 national pastoral 
letter on that subject. It covers all major de- 
velopments in the field since the peace 
pastoral. 

But fully 20 of the report’s 73 pages are 
devoted to SDI, which the committee called 
“the most significant change by far in the 
areaoftechnology and policy”’ since 1983. 

The report says that the SDI program 
particularly needs moral analysis because 
its supporters ‘‘all have made the claim that 
SDI constitutes a superior moral policy to 
that of deterrence as we have known it in the 
nuclearage.”’ : 

It says the president introduced the 

_ program as one whose goal was to make 
nuclear weapons ‘‘impotent and 
obsolete,’’ transcending the nuclear threat 
of mutual destruction and the moral 
dilemmas associated with nuclear 
deterrence. 

Both Reagan and Caspar W. 
Weinberger, defense secretary until last 
November, ‘‘regularly appeal to the moral 
motivation and moral quality of the SDI,”’ 
the report says. , 

The report comments, however, that 
‘*the case made for the moral superiority of 
SDI is primarily an ‘ethic of intention’. ... 
But the complexity and the stakes of the 
policy debate on SDI require that the moral 
argument be pressed beyond. ... An ‘ethic 
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in colorful native 


of consequences’ should be used to test the 
‘ethicofintention.’ ”’ 

According to the analysis by the 
committee of bishops, evaluating the 
consequences of SDI requires a look at “‘the 
risks, costs and benefits’’ ofthe program. 

““The moral character of SDI cannot be 
determined apart from these other 
elements precisely because consequences 
count in a moral assessment,’’ the report 
says. 

Citing studies of the technological possi- 
bilities of SDI, the committee concluded 
that some of the approaches being 
considered bring with them some risks: 


e “‘To the existing arms control 
regime.’’

is a coalition member. 

Hallstrom added that although the INS 
is touting this 60-day ‘‘grace period’’ as a 
new concept, applicants who applied 
through qualified designated entities 
(QDE) — agencies approved by the INS to 
handle legalization applications — have 
always had 60 days to submit 
documentation to the INS under the 
Immigration Reform and Control Act of 
1986. Under this law persons who have 
lived in the United States continuously 
since before Jan. 1, 1982, may qualify for 
temporary resident status. 

Art Shanks, INS deputy district director 
for immigration reform, said whereas in 
the past QDEs have had 60 days to submit 
initial applications to the INS, all such 
forms must be in INS hands by May 4. 
However, applicants will have 60 days to 
turn in supporting documentation, he said. 

Shanks added that some 85 percent of 
amnesty seekers have bypassed QDEs, 
applying for legalization at three INS 
offices in San Diego‘and Imperial counties. 
About 60,000 people in the two counties 
have applied for the program, he said. 

Plank said she is unsure how the INS 
computed these figures, noting that CCS 
offices have processed some 11,500 
undocumented persons for the amnesty 
program. 

Hallstrom said the INS’ numbers of 
amnesty applicants processed in the San 
Diego region often include groups who 
should not be included in the statistics for 


‘this area. She cited people who apply at the 


port of entry as one such group. 


While both the INS and QDEs 
continue assisting last-minute applicants, 
Hallstrom and other coalition members 
await word on a possible extension of the 
amnesty application period. 

An extension bill has cleared committees 
in both the House of Representatives and 
the Senate. The House was scheduled to 
vote on the measure April 20 or 21, 
Hallstrom said, adding that approval by the 
Senate is less than certain. 

If approved by Congress, the bill would 
extend the application period until Nov. 
30, the last date for seasonal agricultural 
workers to apply for legalization, she 
related. 

Hallstrom said the extension is needed 
because the legalization program was not 
well publicized. In the program’s initial 
days, much incorrect information was 
disseminated, resulting in qualified 
applicants not coming forward, she said. 

However, Shanks said he “‘spent all of 
last year getting the word out’’ about the 
program. He said he heads a speakers’ 
bureau of seven people who averaged two 
speeches per month to various groups, 
including at churches and - builders’ 
conventions. Announcements have also 
aired on local TV stations and Tijuana’s 
Spanish-language radio stations, Shanks 
said. 

Shanks said the INS is opposed to an 
extension of the application period because 
the word of the program ‘‘has reached 
everyone that needed to be reached.’’ He 
said extending the filing period would be 
too costly, noting that presently fees 
charged to applicants cover the cost of the 
program. 

Plank said extending the program until 
Nov. 30, the deadline for agricultual 
workers to apply for legalization, could not 
be too costly since the INS must maintain a 
staff to process the farm workers. 

Plank added that the CCS legalization 
program is now working on TV and radio 
announcements about the agricultural 
workers program. The differing 
application deadlines for agricultural and 
non-agricultural workers have caused 
confusion among potential applicants, she 
said.

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_ Bishop forecasts religious freedom in Ukraine

SAN DIEGO — Bishop Innocent 
Lotocky of the Ukrainian Catholic 
Diocese of St. Nicholas in Chicago 
celebrated liturgies held at Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help Ukrainian Catholic 
Church, San Diego, April 15-17. 

‘Bishop Lotocky, one of four Ukrainian 
Catholics bishops in the United States, 
heads a diocese of 36 parishes in 13 states 
extending from the Great Lakes to the 
West Coast. 

His visit to San Diego was one of many 
events being staged this year to 
commemorate the millennium of 
Christianity in the Ukraine. 

Prince St. Vladimir declared 
Christianity the official religion of his 
empire, the Kievan-Rus’, in 988. 
Eventually, wars with the Bolsheviks and 
Poles culminated in the formation of the 
Soviet Ukrainian Republic in 1922. 

In an interview with the Southern Cross, 
Bishop Lotocky discussed his views on the 
Soviet Union’s persecution of Catholics 
in the Ukraine. 


Will Mikhail Gorbachev’s policy of 
glasnost help the Catholic Church in 
the Ukraine? 

It may help. Last year a special petition 
was written to Gorbachev, signed by two 
Ukrainian Catholic bishops, 28 priests 
and over 200 faithful. The petition 
demanded equal rights for Catholics in 
the Ukraine. 

At the present time there are five 
million Ukrainian Catholics in the Soviet 
Union. We do not have even one church 
to worship God freely — not one single 
church. The Soviet government says the 
Ukrainian Catholic Church does not 
exist, but it does. 

When the Holy Father was asked by 
reporters if he would visit the Soviet 
Union, he said one condition (of the visit) 
was freedom for the Ukrainian church, 


because that church remained faithful to 
the Holy See. 


Do you think the Catholic Church 
will ever be legalized in the Ukraine? 

Sooner or later it must be legalized 
because people are rebelling more and 
more. There are demonstrations in 
various Soviet republics; people are not as 
afraid as they used to be under Stalin and 
Khrushchev. Ukrainian Catholics say, 
“‘OK, we may go to Siberia,’’ but they 
are not afraid to ask for freedom. 


Do you agree with the statement of 
Yosyf Terelya (a revolutionary for 
religious freedom in the Ukraine), who 
wrote that the day will come when 
“four children will be free of 


Communist prejudices and of hate 
toward Christ and toward our native 
Ukraine ’’? 

I agree 100 percent. Definitely, it will 
come. The Soviet government cannot lie 
and lie and lie constantly. This atheistic 
government has been persecuting the 
church of Christ for 70 years. Many 
churches were turned into atheistic 
museums, warehouses and used for other 
purposes. The crosses were taken away; 
religion was forbidden; young people 
were not allowed to attend services, even 
if they were legal. Today that same 
government is celebrating the millennium 
of Christianity. 


Is the Soviet Union distorting the 
meaning of the millennium? 


Yes. The Soviets say it’s the 
millennium of orthodoxy. There was no 
orthodox church 1,000 years ago. 
Orthodoxy began when the patriarch of 
Constantinople broke away from Rome 
in 1054. Kiev is the capital of the 
Ukraine, not Russia, which had _ its 
beginnings two centuries after the 
Christianization of Kievan-Rus’ (now the 
Ukraine). 

How is the underground Catholic 
church in the Ukraine celebrating the 
millennium? 

They want to celebrate publicly; they. 
are demanding it. Of course, they also 
celebrate secretly. They come together in 
cities and villages with their clergy for 
liturgies and other celebrations. 

Even if they are arrested, they are not 
afraid. Arrests are an everyday 
occurrence in the Ukraine. 


How do U.S. Ukrainians learn of the 
underground church’s activities in 
their homeland? 

We get news everyday over the radio. 
Catholics in the Ukraine have secret 
publications mailed to Rome to be 
translated into different languages and 
mailed to Ukrainians throughout the 
world. 


Is there an adequate number of 
Ukrainian Catholic priests in the U.S.? 

No. We could use more. The old 
generation is aging and we don’t have 
enough young seminarians. In my 
eparchy (diocese), I’m still fortunate. At 
the present time I have nine seminarians. 

There are many vocations in the 
Catholic Church in the Ukraine. Yosyf 
Terelya told us before he left the Ukraine 
that two young priests were ordained after 
studying theology secretly. There are 
1,200 priests and 1,500 nuns in the 
Ukraine. Terelya said there are 15 secret 
bishops, but the government knows their 
names.

Underground Church in Ukraine, and 
organizer of the Catholic movement 
there, delivered the letter to the Kremlin. 

Terelya, 44, ‘‘has spent more than half 
his life in various prisons,’’ said Bishop 
Lotocky, who recently met with him 
when the activist visited Chicago. 

“*One day he told us he was taken to a 
cemetery and chained by wire to a cross 
for three days. It was miraculous he was 
released by a Russian soldier who 
happened to be there,’”’ the bishop added. 


Bishop Lotocky said that widespread © 


persecution of Catholics in Ukraine 
cannot suppress their faith. 

He told of nine girls who professed 
their vows as nuns in a woman’s 
apartment in Ukraine where they had 
secretly undertaken a formation program 
in the religious life. 

A Belgian priest, from whom he heard 
the story, said he warned the girls their 
commitment would result in losing their 
jobs, imprisonment, torture and perhaps 
death. 

‘At that moment, they fell on their 
knees,’’ the bishop recalled. ‘‘One spoke 
for the group: ‘We know that, but we love 
Jesus; we want to be nuns tonight.’ ”’ 

Persecution of Catholics in the Ukraine 
started in 1939 with the Soviet occupation 
of that nation. 


An article in the newspaper, Ukrainian 
Catholics, describes the imprisonment of 
Metropolitan Josyf Slipyj, who was 
arrested in 1945, along with other 
Ukrainian Catholic bishops, for refusing 
to join the Orthodox church. The 
Ukrainian Catholic Church had been 
forcibly incorporated in the state-run 
Russian Orthodox Church in 1946. 

The article quotes the metropolitan’s 
account of his suffering: ‘‘I had to suffer 
imprisonment by night, secret court 
rooms, endless interrogations and spying 
upon me, moral and physical 
maltreatment and humiliation, torture 
and enforced starvation.”’ 

Eyewitnesses described him as 
‘‘dressed in rags held together with 
bandages around his ankles and knees, his 
feet covered in lime, a man defenseless 
against the cold, which reached 45 
degrees below zero,’’ the story states. 

Through the efforts of Pope John 
XXIII, Metropolitan Slipyj was released 
and arrived in Rome in 1963. 

Today, more than 4 million pople in 
the Ukraine are believed to be secretly 
practicing their faith. The Eastern-rite 
church has another 2 million members 
outside the Ukraine. The head of the 
Ukrainian Church worldwide is Cardinal 
Myroslav Lubachivsky, a naturalized 
U.S. citizen who resides in Rome.

Ukrainian Catholics began to 
immigrate to the United States during the 
late 19th century. 

Misunderstandings arose between 
Ukrainian-rite and Latin-rite clergy, due 
partially to Ukrainian priests’ difficulty in 
communicating in English the history of 
their rite, an article in the Ukrainian 
Catholics newspaper states. 

In 1890 the Holy See gave Roman 
Catholic bishops in the. United States 
jurisdiction over Ukrainian Catholic 
priests in their territory. The Vatican also 
decreed that all U.S. priests were to be 
celibate and married clergy were to be 
recalled to Europe. As a result, over 6 
million U.S. Ukrainian Catholics joined 
the Russian Orthodox Church of the 
United States, the article explains.

Later, at the persuasion of 
Metropolitan Andrew Sheptytsky of 
Ukraine, the pope appointed Bishop 
Sotyr Ortynsky to govern the U.S. 
Ukrainian Catholic Church, the story 
continues. 

At first, Bishop Ortynsky was subject to 
Latin-rite bishops, but in 1913, he 
received full authority of a bishop, and an 
exarchate (missionary diocese) was 
created for U.S. Ukrainian Catholics. 

The establishment of Ukrainian 
churches, schools and a seminary in the 
United States led the Holy Father to 
change the exarchate to an archeparchy 
(permanent archdiocese) in 1958, 
according to the newspaper.
